STAINED GLASS. 


1 A Head of a Bishop Saint finely executed in silver stain with 


blue aureole; English work, c. 1500, in setting of later 
date, height 112in., width 93in. 


2 A RARE PANEL OF STAINED GLASS with an escutcheon bear-

ing the Imperial Eagle charged upon the breast with the 
arms of the Empire, and supported by a sejant lion with 
helmeted head, the face appearing through the open visor. 
Designed by Hans Baldung-Griin and signed with his 
monogram. The original outline drawing for the panel is 
in the Museum of Gotha and is illustrated in Von Terey’s 
Baldung’s drawings (1893) No. 110. Baldung is known 
to have done designs for stained glass, but this is believed 
to be the only example which can be definitely associ- 
ated with his name. German, mid 16th Century, 1040n. 
by Tytin.

A Figure from a crucifix (the legs and arms missing) carved 
in ivory. The carving is unusually fine in quality and 
it has been suggested that the figure is the work of Pedro 
de Mena (d. 1693), Spanish, 17th Century

of Carvings in Ivory 1923, and illustrated in the 
catalogue.

Swords of fine character but in poor 
condition, both blades are inscribed ANDRIA FERARA 
and both the blacked basket-guards are boldly chiselled,

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A Fine Main Gaucue DacceEr, the triangular guard 
is entirely covered with a pierced design of interlaced 
scroll work and foliage, the turnover treated in a similar 
manner, wide spiral quillons and flattened pommel, the 
characteristic blade is partly back-edged and pierced 
with two circular sword breakers at the ricasso, Spanish 
mid 17th Century 

A main gauche Dagger, with engraved and pierced guard ; 
the spiral quillons, pommel and roped borders of guard 
bear traces of original gilding, fine quality grip casement 
of copper wire, the blade of unusual character, Spanish 
mid 17th Century 

A Fine ‘‘ BASTARD ” oR HAND AND A HALF Sworpb, with 
hilt of bold design; original leather covered grip sur- 
mounted by an elongated pear-shaped pommel; this, 
together with the guard and quillons is embellished with 
engraved ornament, the wide back edged blade is doubly 
grooved and bears a maker’s mark, total length 49in., 
German, mid 16th Century 

A Rapier with swept hilt, bold fluted cylindrical pommel, 
fine quality wire bound grip and single drooping quillon ; 
the knuckle guard is pierced at the terminal for attach- 
ment of tassel, the two-edged blade doubly grooved 
almost to its entire length, 48in. long, probably German 
late 16th Century 
*.*From the Meyrick collection. 

A swept hilt Rapier, with heavy twelve-sided pommel, 
counter curved quillons and ring guards, the fine quality 
blade has a pronounced central ridge running its entire 
length from base of ricasso, 51in. long, late 16th Century 
*.*From the Meyrick collection. 

A Fringe Cup Hitt Rapter, the cup, together with its stout 
turn over pierced and engraved in an elaborate manner ; 
the inner shell (guardapoloo) similarly treated, wide 
spirally decorated quillons and knuckle bow ; the blade 
of diamond section, inscribed in the channel at the forte 
‘© JUANEZ DE TOLLEDO,”’ 441n. long, Spanish 17th Century 
*.*From the Meyrick collection. 

A Frnt Cup Hitt Rapier, the large cup is chiselled and 
pierced with double bands of scroll work, the turnover 
similarly treated; the flattened spherical pommel is 
perforated en suite, the knuckle guard and quillons 
chiselled with a spiral pattern, the grip finely bound with 
copper wire, the blade inscribed ENRIKE COL ESPADEIRO 
DIE REY EM ALEMANHA, total length 48in., Spanish 
early 17th Century 
**From the Meyrick collection. 
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A Rapier with swept hilt, embellished with flutings ; counter 
curved quillons and ring guard of a conventional pattern 
characteristic of the late 16th Century, the blade six- 
sided has a shallow central channel, total length 50in., 
probably German 


A FINE SworpD Rapier, of unusual construction, octagonal 
pear-shaped pommel, the guard formed of a group of 
perforated shells, stout flattened knuckle guard en suite 
with the pronounced counter curved quillons, a small 
false quillon appears at base of guard. The stout four- 
sided blade bears the bishop’s head mark used by Peter 
Munich of Solingen (whose name it bears), this mark is 
engraved on both sides of blade and is repeated four 
times in a series of punch marks. This interesting blade 
is further embellished with engraved figures of horsemen 
and is dated 1641; it also retains its original scabbard 
of stout leather with steel ferrule, total length 45in., 
German 17th Century 


A swept hilt Rapier, heavy fluted pommel, the ringed guard 
fitted with an embossed and pierced shell of Polish type, 
the six-sided blade bears maker’s inscription. This 
rapier, of late 16th Century Spanish origin, has evidently 
been adopted for use in Poland during the 17th Century, 
length over all 51in. 


A Rapier of the Walloon type, the hilt fitted with two 
circular perforated plates, the six-sided blade is inscribed 
VIVAT REX SCHWECIA and has a very stout ricasso, total 
length 49in., Blemish mid 17th Century 


A Rapier, the guard and pommel chiselled with figures of 
horsemen, together with a small sword of somewhat 
similar character, both of the 17th Century 2 


A Rapier of the so-called *‘ Flamberg ”’ type, the circular 
guard chiselled with portraits; the quillons and ring 
guard together with the knuckle-bow and pommel are 
spirally fluted, tapering blade of diamond section ; also a 
Rapier of the early small sword type, both of the 17th 
Century 2 


ARMOUR. 


A well-constructed miniature model of a full Suit of Armour, 
complete in all details ; probably the work of Grainger 
of Paris (modern), 12in. high 
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A Breast Plate of pronounced peascod form, fitted with a tace 
of two plates ; it has a boldly roped turnover and moy- 
able gussets, the breast is coarsely inscribed Cc VERVIA 
VECHIA perhaps a contemporary inscription, Spanish 
or Italian late 16th Century 

A circular Shield or Rondache of plain bright steel, the sur- 
face rough from the hammer; it is embellished with 
latten headed rivets and retains its original well padded 
lining of canvas and leather, probably Flemish early 17th 
Century 

A Cabasset, of bright steel, forged from one piece of metal, 
it is embellished with etched vertical bands containing 
figures and monsters, the drooping brim retains its 
original rivets for attachment of lning, North Italian 
late 16th Century 

A Morion of good form, with high corded comb the whole 
fashioned from one piece of metal, probably of Italian 
(Milanese) workmanship, together with a Cabasset of 
small proportions decorated in the so-called ‘* Pisan ”’ 
manner, both of the late 16th Century 2 

A pair of Fingered Gauntlets, the cuffs etched with a design 
of running foliage; both gauntlets retain their original 
gloves of buff leather, German late 16th Century; also a 
pair of Shoulder Plates of espalier type, four lames of 
which are modern restorations A 

A pair of Elbow Cops of good form and stout construction, 
having roped edges, together with a complete gorget 
constructed of seven plates. These three pieces of armour 
are undoubtedly of English workmanship of the early 17th 
Century 3 
*.*From the Armoury of the Earl of Pembroke. 

A Fine CLose HELMET, the skull forged in one piece and 
having a high roped comb and opening down the sides ; 
the vizor with ocularium of a single slit falls well into the 
boat shaped ventail which is secured to the chin piece 
by a hook, double gorget plates back and front. This 
is a head piece of good design and sound construction 
in perfect original unrestored condition, English late 
16th century 
*.*From the armoury of the Earl of Pembroke. 

A close Helmet, the skull formed of two separate pieces ; 
the vizor with double apertures for sight ; ventail pierced 
with numerous holes for breathing purposes. The helmet 
opens down the sides and is secured by a hook and 
staple on the right side only, single deep gorget plates 
back and front which retain their original latten 
headed rivets, at the base of the skull appears a plume 
holder, mid. 17th century

73 Two Spontoons with original hafts, these are of late 17th 


century date, also four detached Spontoon Heads, 
together with the head of a match-holder, this curious 
implement was used for retaining the burning ‘‘ match ”’ 
used in conjunction with the military ‘‘ serpentine ”’ or

74 A Parr OF SNAP-HAUNCE PISTOLS, the production of a crafts- 
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man of the low countries, the design based upon an 
Italian model of the Comminazzo school of Brescia. The 
barrels are smooth bore and octagonal at the breech, the 
entire mountings of boldly chiselled steel, the locks 
retain their original sliding pan covers and the pieces are 
fitted with original ram-rods, probably Dutch late 17th 
century

A Sheraton mahogany Table on column and claw support 
with two falling leaves, the two drawers with circular 
brass handles partitioned in numerous divisions, top 
ft. 840n., extending to 2ft. 

A Chippendale mahogany Wine Cooler, the front in arches 
flanked by cluster columns, Ift. 107. wide 

A Sheraton mahogany Urn Table on square taper legs, the 
slide with circular brass handles, the oval top bordered 
by a shallow waved gallery, top 14in. by 1lin. 

A rare old Chippendale Armchair with unusually high back, 
the splat shaped and pierced, and the legs square with 
stretcher rails, 3ft. 67n. high 

A Queen Anne Corner Chair on club legs, the backs shaped, 
the seat rushed 

A small oak Refectory Table on turned legs with under 
stretchers, top 5ft. by 2ft. 5in. 

A set of six Queen Anne oak Chairs on turned legs with 
under stretchers, the backs carved with scrolls, the seats 
panelled in wood 

A Chippendale mahogany Armchair on square legs with
